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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences betw/een the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Yourker US 3,639,301 . 

4. The rejection set forth under 35 USC 102/103 in the paper mailed 1/10/08 is 
deemed proper and is herein repeated. 

5. The rejections over Chrlstell and Musch are withdrawn. These patents do not 
show the heat aging step. While it is arguable just how different the products are from 
those claimed, Yourker is closer to the claimed invention and these rejections are, at 
best, cumulative to the rejection set forth herein. 

6. Applicants have amended the claim so as to limit the dispersion as not having a 
significant drop In the pH after storage. This is a property limitation wherein said 
property is inherently possessed by the dispersion. The art shows the same dispersion 
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and as such it is reasonable to presume that it has properties that anticipate or render 
obvious those claimed. As such, it is reasonable to presume that the pH of the Yourker 
dispersion would not significantly drop after storage. It is acknowledged that the 
Yourker patent teaches a lowering of the pH. This is an active process step taught as 
being necessary for the desired type of foam product. This is different from the property 
limitation as claimed. More to the point, given that the art teaches an active process 
step so as to lower the pH supports the position that the pH would not have a significant 
drop in pH after storage otherwise there would be no process step necessary. It is 
reasonable to presume that the dispersion claimed is anticipated or obvious from the 
dispersion of Yourker.
